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Cotton on Trees 


A Roumanian-Hungarian plant-breeder at Lamangue, Tex., 


is growing cotton on Mulberry trees. It is said to be remark- 
ably good cotton, too, combining desirable characteristics of 
Egyptian, Sea Island and long staple American cotton. 


Dan George, the Burbank, who is achieving this horticul- 


tural miracle, does it by.grafting cotton plants upon mulberry 
roots. The result is a big shrub which, though it may die at 
the top in cold weather, can reproduce itself by growing .a 
new crown every year, as some foreign or "tree cottons" do, 
and which is a remarkably prolific bearer. From three of his 
grafte dcotton plants'Mr. George is said to have gathered, last 
year, 59. pounds of seed cotton, at^the rate of five bales - an 
.acre. The cotton bolls are larger than usual, and the plants are 
very vigorous and heavily fruited from the ground up. They 
grow several feet high with a broad spread of branches. 


Here is something, which, if it proves successful in general 


cotton-farming, will play a big part in future industry. Cotton 
is the most important fibre possessed by civilized man, and 
anyone who improves the supply or facilitates its production, 
deserves a place among our greatest philanthropists. Future 
achievements of this sort may rank higher than the victories 
of soldiers or statesmen.

The Mail-Carrying War 


Shipping rivalry between America and England has led to 


the virtual boycotting of each nation's liners by.the other na- 
tion's postoffice department. 
• The United States apparently started the trouble by delay- 
ing Europe-bound mail for a day or two in order to let the 
Leviathan carry it on her first voyage, withholding it from an 
English liner that would have taken it under ordinary circum- 
stances. That seemed a natural thing to do at the time, but 
it produced an unpleasant effect in England and led to the 
unfortunate reprisals. The Leviathan paid dearly for its profi- 
table voyage with its first big mail cargo. It was forced to re- 
turn without any mail, because the Brtish postal authorities 
followed the American example and saved their letters for a 
Bjitish liner. Since that exchange of discourtesies, the thing is 
said to be growing into a regular practice, with neither gov- 
ernment benefiting and the public in both countries losing by 
mail delays. 


It is evident enough now that the practice should never 


have been started—that foreign mail should be dispatched 
regularly by the first available steamship, regardless of its 
registry, just as domestic mail is dispatched by the first avail- 
able train, regardless of what railroad it represents.
